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Supervisors Seek Strong Done Sentencing Law From Legislature

Under Supervisor Kenneth
Hahn's leadership, the County
Board of Supervisors this week
unanimously voted approval of
a strong, new anti-narcotics
legislative program and in-
structed County
old W. Kennedy to have it in-
troduced at the 1961 State
Legislature, now in session at
Sacramento

The new legislative pro-
gram calls for tougher, more
stringent penalties for con-
victed dope peddlers than the
program formerly sponsored

by the County which was used
as the basis for urging Gover-
nor Brown to call a special

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“IN DOLLARS and cents
alone—to say nothing of the
tragic waste of lives—narcot-
ics is responsible for a tremen-
dous burden on the taxpayers
of California. It costs taxpayers
of Los Angeles County at least
$70,000,000 a year in law en-
forcement costs, operation of
the courts, jails and other serv-
jces related to the apprehen-
|sion and confinement of nar-
| cotics offenders,” Supervisor
Hahn declared
| Strong support for tough,
| new laws came from Sheriff
| Peter J. Pitchess, who warned
that California was in danger
Iof being invaded by organized
|crime unless immediate steps
are taken to control illicit nar-
cotics traffic.

HE POINTED out that whilo
County unincorporated popula-
|tion has increased 90 per cent
| over the past 12 years, nar-
|cotics offenses have shot up
;869 per cent over the same
| period.

Fighting narcotics under
| present laws is “like trying to
fight a forest fire with a wet
| burlap sack,” the Sheriff de-
clared.

County Counsel Kennedy
| pointed out that Ohio and
| Michigan had virtually stamp-
ed out their narcotics prob-
| lems through enacting strong
| narcotics laws
| - . .

SUPERVISOR Hahn explain-
led that the purpose of the
strong new anti-narcotics laws
was to protect the public by
taking the narcotics addicts
and peddlers off the streets by
| imposing mandatory, severe
| penalties — penalties severe
| enough to take the profit out
iof the illegal sale of dope.

He pointed out that the

| present laws are so weak and
| so ineffectual that during the
past year alone, narcotics of-
fenses have increased 30 per
cent. This is because the pen-
alties are little more than
token penalties, with the dope
pusher being given probation
or parole and turned loose on
the streets to again ply his
filthy trade.
FOR EXAMPLE, the present
law that a person con-
victed on a first offense of
furnishing heroin to a minor
can be freed on parole after
serving 20 months of a mini-
mum five year term,
For a second offense (under
present law), the sentence is
10 years in State prison, but
the offender can gain his re-
lease after serving three years
and four months,
- - -
UNDER THE proposed new
law, a person convicted of fur-
nishing heroin to a minor
would be given a mandatory
sentence of 15 years to life for
the first offense, Parole could
not be granted until 15 years
had been served. For the sec-
ond offense, the penalty would
be 20 years to life, with no
parole until 20 years had ac-
tually been served in State
prison.

“The strong, mandatory sen-
tences provided in the County's
new legislative program will
take the profit out of narcotics
by making the risks too great
for dope peddlers and pushers
to operate in California. The
Board of Supervisors, in ap-
proving this legislative pro-

gram, has taken a major step
forward in stamping out nar-
coles and in reducing crime,’
Supervisor Hahn declared,
